Seven perron*, fmin men and three 
women, had narrow escapes, Sunday 
afternoon, when a touring car, own­ 
ed by William Dongiki, Nanticoke, and 
driven by Raymond Paustcuski, of the 
same place, ran off the Harrisburg 
road, four miles north of here, hit 
two tr<***s. upset and burned. 
The accident, which occurred at 1:30 
o'clock, was indirectly responsible for 
at least two other crashes at the 
tam e place in which one person was 
badly rut, and

THI Two Stories 
Two versions of what caused the 
Nanticoke car to leave the road were 
told, one by persons at the roadside 
rtand of Robert Cleveland, near which 
th* accident happened, and the other 
by Paustcuski. 
According to ner^ons at ('lev'land s 
rtand, the machine was traveling at 
high rp<ed when it skidded and got 
out of the driver’s control. 
Accord­ 
ing to the driver's version, he ran off 
the highway to avoid hitting a ma­ 
chine which had come out onto the 
highway from Cleveland's stand. Per-

machine pulling

from

place before the crash. 
The careening car first struck 
a 
large tree on the weft side of the 
highway; then side-swiped a tree on 
the opposite aith 
of the road, and 
finally up*et beside a telephone pc’e 
en the east side of the concrete. 
Woman Slightly Hurt 
Persons at Cleveland's stand, who 
witnessed the accident, ran to the 
car, expecting to find one or more of 
the occupants dead or seriously hurt. 
Only one person, a woman, suffered 
a slight cut on her arm. 
Ar «oon as the machine upset, gaso­ 
line 
ignited 
and 
began 
burning. 
While a cai! was turned in for the 
Getiyst arg Fire compony, bystanders 
I amoved three wheels and tires and 
the two headlight#, hut by that time 
the main supply of gasoline in the 
tank caught fire and the car was soon 
enveloped in flames. 
The fire company used several tanks 
of chemicals before the blase was ex­ 
tinguished, hut by then the car was 
a total wreck, with a1) inflammable 
p a r t s burned off. 
The owner, it was said, had no in­ 
surance on the machine. 
Before leav­ 
ing Harrisburg for Gettysburg, fifteen 
gallons of gasoline were purchased, 
and this added 
extra fuel 
to the 
flames. 
What remained of the ma­ 
chine was brought to Gettysburg to­ 
day by employes of the C. VV. Epley 
machine shop. 
Call Out Firemen 
A fter 
the 
accident, 
Patrolman 
Charles Hill, of the local substation, 
who turned in the alarm for the fire 
company, was on duty at the place 
for several hours, keeping traffic mov­ 
ing. 
Some time after the accident, the 
front machine of a line of five cars 
stopper! suddenly, and the four be- 
hind it struck each other, throwing a 
boy through a windshield. 
He was 
more badly out up than any one in 
the Nanticoke machine. 
A physician, 
who happened to be at Cleveland’s 
stand at the time, rendered necessary 
medical attention for the lad. 
Hurly Sunday evening, while Dr. 
C. Ii. Heldt, local osteopath, was driv­ 
ing toward Wellsville, his coupe skid­ 
ded when he applied the brakes to 
stop behind another machine1 parked 
on the highway near the scene of the 
burned 
automobile.

Fenders on all three machines were 
damaged, but all were able to drive 
away from the place under their/own 
power.

ULTA I RF died in Paris, May 30th, 1778. 
He had only a little while 
▼ 
before returned from exile tha* he might again be in the city which 
ha loved. 
When his ashes, at a lat >r date, were escorted through this 
city, over 109,000 people made up the procession and 0 0 0 ,0 0 0 others lined 
the streets! 
This genius in his lifo-tinn* of 83 years produced and had published 
99 volumes. 
No man of his day exerted such a powerful influence upon 
the people of his time. 
His greatest tribute must be that he taught peo­ 
ple to think for themselves—and he didn’t mind as to what they thought, 
ho long a* they thought honestly. 
He fought for freedom of speech and 
conduct. 
On his tombstone only three words appear: 
“Here lies Voltaire.” 
Dr. \V ill Durant says of him th it he “was a man with the faults of 
his time and place, missing hardly one.” 
And yet he had u nature that 
WRB angularly kind and gentle w’ith a wealth of virtues that the multi* 
tude loved. 
At the last when he was being honored in Paris, 
Benjamin 
Franklin 
called upon him and brought his little grandson for Voltaire’s blessing. 
The old philosopher put his hands upon the boy's head and bade him dedi­ 
cate himself to “God and Liberty.” 
This man hated sham and superstition.

Mar, 
said he, “is the greatest of all crimes; and yet there is no agres- 
K»r who does not color his crime with th*- pretext of justice.”

"It is forbidden to kill; therefore all murders are punished unless 
they kill in large numbers arid to th * sound of trumpets.” 
“God preserve me from my friends,” Voltaire once said, “I will take 
care of m y enemies mjaelf.” 
During his stormy life he bowed t j no authority but the authority of his 
own mind.

He sought to make men 
Us* foolish and more honorable in th dr simple relationship on this earth.
